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one tingle amount. If they haTO to pay all at
once, they cannot Jo it.

By the Chairman: vj. One-thi- rd of that ex-

pense Is charged to the adjacent property. Is It
notl A. Yes, sir ; onc-thin-l. Tho board has
made improvements on other roads.

Mr. JIattingly. Docs not Mr. Shepherd own
a larger frontage on that road than you do! A.
Mr. Shepherd &es own a larger frontage on
that road than I do.

Governor Shepherd. Mr. Chairman, if it is
the pleasure of the committee, I should like at
this time to make an explanatory statement
relative to the testimony that has been given
here by Mr. Fowler.

The committee had a brief consultation ns to
the propriety of allowing Governor Shepherd to
submit his explanation at this stage of the pro--
ceeuingB, nnu apparently ueing unasic lo come
to any conclusion in the committee-roo- re-
paired to the consultation chamber, where they
remained a few minutes. On returning to the
committee-roo- m the chairman saiil- - Tfie com
mittee direct me to state to the counsel, and I
might say in the berinnm-- r that the committee
have hail a consultation with reference to the
order of business arising from some differences
among members of the committee as to v hat
ehould be the proper order. It was with this
view that we retired to the adiolnins room for
the. purposo of consulting as to the order of
ousinccs. we nave ncrctoiore pctbuucu expla-
nations to ho made with reference to testimony
aa it occurs from time to time. We have all
appreciated that this was Irregular in Its char-
acter; hut, Inasmuch as that practice has been
Indulged In, and Governor Shepherd now asks
an opportunity to make a statement, the com-
mittee have concluded to hear such statement
at this time.

The committee also direct me to state that
in the future we desire to have more order in
the conduct of the matter before us, or at J east
as much order as is consistent with the pro-
gress of the case; therefore we will in the future
hear such testimony as we think is material
and pertinent coming from the counsel for the
memorialists. After they have completed what
they desire to present to the committco we
wHl bear the testimony of such witnesses as
tho District government may desire to present
to the committee. After the counsel for the
District have concluded their testimony the
committee will take such further testimony as
they may deem necessary to a full knowledge
of all the matters referred to them and now
pending before them. That is tho order of the
committee made unanimously.

Governor Shepherd here took the stand.
The Chairman. I Believe, Governor, you

have not yet been sworn! A. Yes, sir; I have
been swore

The Chairman. Excuse me: I had forgotten
the fact. Then you may make such statement
with reference to the matter testified by Mr.
Fowler as yon desire.

Governor Shepherd. It will take but a few
moments. I simply do it as a matter of jus-
tice to myself, because the testimony of the
witness, Mr .Towler I do not know whether
by accident or design seems to be capable of
a donhlc Interpretation. In the first place
he swore' that this conversation, which is
alleged to have taken place, was prior to the
laying of the Avenue pavement.

Air. Wilson. Please make your statement
without repeating what the witness swore to.

Governor Shepherd. I desire to state that so
as to be able to explain as I go along. Ills tes-
timony was to this effect: That this conversa-
tion took place before the Avenue pavement was
laid, and that took place In August, lOTl. The
fact is simply this; that the law authorizing the
laying of the Avenue pavement passed Con-
gress July 8, 1870; that law is as follows:

J3e si enacted by tkt Striate and llouie cfRepre
tentativee of the. tailed Statct of America s con-
gress atitniblitl. That the Secretary of the Inte-
rior, Brevet Brigadier Central N.Mlchlcr. engi-
neer in charge of public buildingi and grounds,and
the mayor cf the city of Washington, or their sue.
ceesoTf in tuace, dc, anu mey are nereoy, appoint-
ed a committee to select and dctermloo the best
kind of pavement to be used In paving Pennsyl-
vania avenue, and to hare said thoroughfare
paved therewith from the northwest gate of the
Capitol grounds to the crossing of Fifteenth street
west, as hereinafter provided.

That was the law underwrites this pavement
on Pennsylvania avenue was laid. The law
was passed on the Sth of July, 1870, and that
pavement was laid in thefalfcf 1870, and fin-
ished on the 1st of January, 1871. The law
organizing the District government did not pass,
and was not approved by the President of the
United States until the 21st of February, 1871.
I did not enter upon the duties of my office as a
member of the Board of Public Works until the
1st of June, six months after this pavement
had been completed.

I desire to call the attention of the commit-
ter to the fact that this matter was examined
into by the first investigating committee. Here
is the copy of the certificate of the Metropolis
Paving Company, which has been put in by the
counsel for the memorialists. On page 403 of
the report of that investigation I was asked
this question:

"q. Were you one of the incorporators in the
Portland Cement Company A. I was.

"Q. Was not that organized about the time
you were appointed on the Board or Public
Works! A. No, sir; a good while before I was
appointed on the Board of Public Works. I
know that I sold out as soon as I was appointed
on the board, as I did the Interest I held tu the
Metropolis Paving Company. I held some
stock in that company, hich I sold out within

few days after 1 was appointed."
The certificate Is here from the president of I

that company to that effect, both as regards
the Portland Company and the Metropolitan
Paving Company, that Just the very moment I
was appointed to this office. I disposed, bvsale.
of a 1 the interest I had In and all the connec
tion that I had with these two companies

By the Chairman: q. Will you stale whether
younau any conversation with air. Fowler;
and, if so, what it was ! A. I do not recollect
the conversation with him. It may have taken
place. He may hat e called on me in regard to
this matter, as he says, but I do not recollect.
It was such a Milling incident that it did not
impress itself on my memory at all. I do not
recollect of having any such conversation,
although it is pubSlble that I might have had
such.

By Mr. Stewart: Q. You remained Interested
in these coraiiaijies until you were appouilcd a
member of the Board of Public Works! A.
Yes, sir.

By the Chairman: Q. Have you any further
explanation to make, Governor! A. That
is all.

Q. Were these companies incorporated! A. IYes, sir.
Q. Did your name appear upon the stock

books as astockholdcrl A. No, sir; suih stock
was held In the namo of my brother-in-la- in
one, and my own name in the other.

Q. In which one was it held In ycur name!
A. In the Portland Stone Company.

J. And you sold outafterjou were appointed
a ineiuucr 01 me uoam oi a annc worksi A.
Yes, sir

By Sir. Bass: q. What Is the daio of the in-
corporation or the Metropolitan Pavin Com-
pany in this volume! A. pjge ISTi. The date
is Octcbjr li, 1870. it

Q. In that you had stock, and sold out after-
ward! A. Yes, sir; I sold out after I was ap-
pointed. Mr. Clephane, the president or the
company, Is here, and ir the committee desire
to quest'on him in regard to it he will be able
to civ e them any information that they may
wish.

By Mr. Wilson: q. Was the bill which re-
sulted in the onranic act pendlnz at the time
you held the stock! A. I do not know whether
that bill nas, Judge Wilson. There had been
tails pendim;: bill had been Introduced for the
last eight or ten years In regard to this change
of government.

j. When did you rccehe your appointment
as a meniocr oi me uoara oi ruciie Worksi A
On the ICth of March. 1871.

Q. And entered upon the discharge of your
duties en the 1st of June, 1871! A. Yes, sir.

V, iou spoke aooui some stock being neld
ly yourbrother-in-law- !

A. It was
my stock held In his name.

Q. How much was there of it! A. Indeed, I
do not know; come two or three thousand dol-
lars.

Mr. Wilson. I do not care particularly
about the amount; I simply wanted to ect at
whether it was very largo or small. A. I did
it for the interest or my brother-in-la- alone. oe

Q. IVhat is the name of vour brothcr-In-Iaw- ! is
A. Samuel G. Young. The history of the
whole transaction Is here, If you desire It. My
statement can be substantiated by the presi-
dent ,of the company, ir the committee care to
go further into this matter.

Q. Did Mr, Young continue to hold the
clock! A. No, sir; It wss sold out absolutely.
I wonld not permit him to bold it.

By.Mr. Hubbell: Q. I want to know if you
bad any interest, either directly or indirectly,
in either of these companies fro.--a the time you
commenced to act as a member of the Board
of Public Worksi A. No, sir; in no manner,!
snape, or lorm, eitner uirecuy or lnairecuy, or
In any other contract or any other thing that
the Board or Public Works have ever done.

Q. No secret interest! A. No, sir; no inter-
est toor any kind whatever.

By Mr. Jewett: Q. Is your brothcr-In-Ia- w a
contractor! A. No, sir.

Q..No interest in any contrasts! A. No, air;I have no relative that has any interest la any
contract In any shape, manner or form.

By Mr. Hubbell: Q. State whether or not
yen had any Interest in any shape, manner, or
jgnn la these paving contracts! A. I hive ortot.

Q. Had yoa any! A. Never.
Q. 'No resultant interest! A. No, sir. it.Q. DM yon have any Interest in the name of

Kllbouml A-- No, sir; any more than I had
In your name, or in that of any .member of thU
committee.

By Mr. 8 eTart: q. Did Mr. Kflbonrn hold
aay real estate for you as trustee! A. Not one
dollar, and never did.

By Mr. Basr: Q. To get this matter fully be-
fore us, I will ask you one or two questions.
DH1 jouglve Mr.Iowler to understand that
Mr. Kiltoorn might have or obtain an interest
in any of these paving contracts in which you

might bate a secret interest! A. Iitfd before
I do not recollect any conversation; but on gen-

eral principles, if I said anythteg to Mr. Fow-
ler, It was to the effect that I bad nothin? to do
with it, and ho had better see somebody else.

A. I was
an alderman under the old corporation of
Washington, elected the same time mat air.
Emery was.

Mr. Harrincton. In connection with this ex-

planation, tho President of the Metropolis
Paving Company Is here, and I would like to
have him sworn in order that he might produce
the original letters that Mr. Shepherd wrote to
that company at the time ho went into office,
severing his connection with tho60 companies.
I believe he has the original letters here and
can produce them.

The Chairman. Governor Shepherd has
slated distinctly the facts In relation to that.

Mr Harrington. It is for the committee

Bythe Chairman: Q. State the circumstances
that took place. A. To make the story short,
this sewer bill passed tho lower house, the
House oT Delegates, on the luth day or June.
According to the record, the Committee on
Enrolled Bills reported that bill to the Council
as having bctn properly enrolled and slened by
the two Speakers. It was then handed to Gov-
ernor Cooke, who signed It. It was a law; but
with the interference of William A. Cook, the
attorney for the District oi Columbia, the bill
Is not very perfectly drawn. IT you will read
that law, it is a disrrace.

The Chairman. We will read it.
Tho Witness. I made a point on that bill:

that the bill would not do what it pretended to
do, and William A. Cook said it must come
uacKana oe corrected, on tno 33tn of June.
which was the lost day or our session. Mr.
Dyer, the chairman or the Committee on Sew
erage, offered a concurrent resolution mat tho
uovernor oe requested to return mat bill ror cor-
rection. That was on the 2Sth, the last day.
Instead or correcting they undertook to amend
It. They did not count noses when they
wanted to tako the vote, and the hill was lost.
They then sent word to the officials or this
District government that tho bill was lost.
And they cama there- - in a body almost, I might
say, and interfered with the legislation of that
house, and had that bill pretendedly passed.
The bill was amended; the bill that was origi-
nally passed Governor Cooke bad put his pen
through tho signature. It was brought back to
us amended, and the amended bill was offered
on the 20th day of June, the last day or our
session, which virtually shows that there was
a majority or the house; that this concurrent
resolution to bring it back was never offered In
the Council at all.

Q. It was offered only in ono house! A. Yes,
sir; and we took it as a fact that we had that
bill back, and we amended that bill 'and the'
other bill was erased. They took the last leaf
in tho old bill, tore it off, put in an amend-
ment, and signed it and claimed that to bo
law. I claimed that that is no law at all.

By Mr. Christy: Q. What does the organic
law provilo in regard to the number of days
upon which a bill shall bo read! A. A bill
shall bo read threo different times and upon
three separate days.

The Chairman. We remember that; that it
requires that it shall be read on three different
days. I remember that very well in the or-
ganic act. To the witness. This bill was
brought back by resolution of one body! A. Of
one body.

Q. Which body was that A. The lower
house.

Q. The houso of which you were a member!
A. Yes, sir.

Q. It was brought back! A. Yes, sir; we
took it for granted.

Q. Then it was amended! A. Yes, sir.
Q. Passed your body! A. Yes, sir.

I IQ. Was It sent again to the Council! A.
Yes, sir; without their having concurred In
asking the Governor to return it, and then they
refused it.

By Mr. Bass: Q. That was brought back
ater It had been actually signed! A. Yes, sir;
the bill came in our place with the signature
Governor Cooke, with a pen drawn through it,
and that bill the last leaf of it torn off and this
amendment put in.

By the Chairman: Q. What was the naturo
of this amendment! A. I claimed that In one
of the sections where it provides for tax to be
paid in installments that the Installment shall
run at interest, and it reads that "If any per-
son shall neglect or refuse to pay tha first in-

stallment, then the Board of Public Works
shall Issue certificates."

Q, For tha whole! A. "Which certificate
shall run at Interest." I claim it was a condi-
tion that If the first installment was not paid
the certificates did not run at interest, and
William A. Cook, upon that point, too, said it
musi do nxeu.

Q. That was fixed! A. No. sir. They did
not cet the amendment in the right place. In
their hurry anl anxiety to ect the bill through
tney did not get it in ma ngnt place.1 it .is no
more law. As a legislator, If I had known a
little more than I did then, or knew as much
as I do now, I believe I coulu have killed it in
time, it was the most umust, uniair, ana un
equal law that was ever Imposed upon any

VYc are bankrupt, liut in regard-t- o particu
lar pavements I do not know mat I can get my
mind down; It (s so extensive and Immense.

1 should judgo up through that portion of the
city that lies east of Seventh street, for Instance.
It Is a portion of me city that has been built up of
rather an ordinary class of buildings, and, I pre
sume, wm remain so tor Tears, wucro toe un-
nrovement really adds no value to me property.
It might have been deferred.

In the wisdom of tbe board they have done It.
All west of Seventh street. Including up through
tho northwestern part of the city, there nave been
very extenstvo Improvements made. I cannot say
bat what It was to some extent Justifiable. I
voted for the Improvement bill, and would. If we
could afford It, put d curbstones all over
this town.

Mr. Christy. The question I deem quite im-
portant is

Mr. Stewart, Let the witness answer this ques-
tion.

Mr. Christy. I wat going to suggest that ho
answer It alter reflection and Inspection of tho
maps showing the completed portion or theso Im-

provements. It would do a more Intelligent and
satisfactory answer, undoubtedly.

Mr. Stewart. He was on tbe stand, and Judge
Wilson wanted ta ger his general view or the
question.

Works have gone entirely beyond the law In re-
lation to theso improvements; they have certainly
gone beyond any authority mat the District gov-
ernment has ever given them.

Aro tnero aoy sections oi tnc city tnat, in
your judgment, the committee ought to look at
with reference to these-matter-s about which I
havo asked yon; If so, I would be glad to have
you, as a citizen of this city, indicate them to us ?
A I would refer you to that section of the city.
It looks very nice now, but I think, as I said be-
fore. It mlaht hare been deterred. They were ex
pensive Improvements, and it makes it very
onerous on the property-owner- that own that
class of nroDertr. But A mink If the committee
will take a couple ordays they would be better
directed if some few citizens were invited to go
along.- - It is quite difficult to answer any such a
question as that, and designate spots about In a
large city like mis.

Mr. Mattlnaly. You have referred to the fact

pay bounties.

Mr. Shnmsyehlef clerk Second Auditor's office,
Identified a large number of vouchers which Gen.
Balloeh had rendered. 'Gen. Howard's approval
was on tho abstracts.

mission to bo forwarded to this court as evidence
or tho act or in 171 eases now before
mis court. This was supported by as able argu-
ment of the Judge Advocate, quoting opinions
rendered by Treasury accounting officers, show-
ing the necessity or some such action, and arguing
mat this military court, under the law constitut-
ing It, would be obliged to determine whether
these claimants had been defrauded or cot.
